It is highly regrettable 
that our important collections of English 
and American furniture must be divided 
and exhibited in parts of the Museum so 
widely separated as the basement of 
Wing H and the second floor of Wing F, 
but at least most of the furniture can be 
shown in this way, and visitors given access 
to material which otherwise would be in 
storage.
